It pointed out that the old pojlicy 
created “hysterical anti-Chinese 
sentiment””in the United States， 
and imade “Chinese-Americans 
“easy targets of public hostility 
andresentment.” 

The statement continues,，“As a 
community we were subjected to 
suspicion，intimidation and con- 
tempt ..。 as a people we felt a 
constant threat of mass inCcarcera- 
tion。The experience of 110,000 
Japanese-Americans during the 
Second World War remained vivid 
in our minds，and Tite II of the 
McCarran Internal Security Act of 
1950 posed a direct threat to our 
civjl lberties.” 

According to the CADC, Hoover 
js again“using repressive tactics to 
harrass and intimidate Chinese- 
Americans, to question our loyalty 
and to arouse anti-Chinese senti- 
Inent.”

avards 


$3310 to seamtress 


A United States District Court 
jury has awarded a former China- 
town sewing shop worker 4$3310 in 
a Suit brought against her tormer 
employer for violation of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act of 1938. 

The plaintiff，Ginnie Wong，was 

employed by the defendant，Kim 
Wah Lew, from June 19, 1967 to 
June 22, 1968. During that period 
of time she was paid total wages of 
3$969. The plaintiff claimed she was 
paid by the piece rate, or in other 
WwWords，so much for each garment 
SeWed. 
Under the lawno person engaged 
Im the production of goods in- 
tended for interstate commerce js 
to be paid less than 4$1.60 per hour 
with time aiid one-half for over- 
bme. The plaintiff claimed that she 
often worked 10 hours a day,， 6 
days a week, and even took work 
home on Sundays. 站 

At the trial the defendant pro- 
duced time cards allegedly showing 
that the plaintiff only- worked a 
few hours every week. However， 
Mrs. Wong testified that the cards 
had been prepared by the employer 
and that she was instructed to Sign 
them orlose her job. 

In reaching its verdict the jury 


awarded Mrs. Wong $16555 in un- 
paid wages，and an additional 
$1655 in punitive damages which is 
authorized under :the' law。 The 
verdict has possible far-reaching 
effects im the Chinatown com- 
Imunity since it is the first time a 
sewing Shop worker has SuccessS- 
fully prosecuted a case under the 
Federal minimnum wage actand the 
first time punitive damages have 
been awarded. 


The problem in the Past has 
always been that the sewing shop 
employees，Imost of them non- 
English-speaking immigrants，have 
been reluctant to sue their em- 
Ployers for unpaid wages out of 
fear of recrimination。 


With Ginnie Wong's Success tjs 
now possible that other “sweat- 
shop” workers will also decide to 
assert their rights under thelaw. 

Mrs。Wong was represented by 
Jack Siedman of the Chinatown- 
North Beach office of the San 
Francisco Neighborhood Legal As- 
sistance Foundation。 Thbat office 
had brought one other simijlar suit 
against a sewing shop owner and 
the manufacturer as well, but it was 
settledout of court.

School board votes 
to appeal busing 


The Board of Education has filed 
an appeal on a Federal court order 
to integrate the city's 95 elemen- 
tary schools this fall while ordering 
the school staff to_ continue work 
on its “Horseshoe” integration 
Plan. 


The board took this action fol- ， 


lowing an explosive meeting in 
Nourse auditorium last Thursday 
night. 

Twenty-five policemen Were oO 
hand to control the crowd wbich at 
one point stormed the stage where 
the board members were Seated. 


The groundrule calls for speakers 
to sign a card and when called， 
address the board. Much of the 
hostility directed against Board 
President Dr. Zuretti Goosby was 


because no Chinese representative 


was asked to speak at the allotted 
period. 

At 10 p.m. Goosby ended the 
parade of speakers to the micro- 
phone. 

Dr. Dennis Wong, a pharmacist， 
leaped to the mike and charged 
that Dr Goosby was discriminating 
against the Chinese， 


We are for freedom of choice,” 
he said.“The sleeping giant of San 
Francisco is waking up。 We will 
fight all the way to theSypreme 
Court.” 

Thbe board had adjourned as soon 
as Wong charged onto the stage. 
Three broad-shouldered police of- 


ficers stood at thehead of the steps 
leading to the wings, Stage left. 

Undaunted, Mrs. Wong Shee Gee 
rushed onto the stage, shouting 3 
torrent of Chinese at Blaine Han- 
son, the acting board of education 
clerk. 

Mrs. Gee called other Chinese to 
the stage and a half dozen women 
responded，all of them shouting 
excitedly in Chinese. 


Three more officers joined the 
trio at the head of the steps and 
politely but firmly blocked the 
women's way，then pushed them 
back down the stairs。Mrs. Gee， 
speaking through an interpreter， 
said she has 10 grandchildren in the 
San Francisco schools and that her 
daughters-in-law worryY every day 
about busing. 

Mrs.。 Victor 必 oltugin of Parents 
and Taxpayers, saying Goosby had 
been“'unfair to the Chinese peo- 
ple,”relinquished her time at the 
microphone to spokesmen for the 
Chinese, including attorney Quen- 
tin Kopp. 


He said that the horseshoe plan 
had gone far beyond Weigel s order 
by calling for the integration of 
Chinese as well as blacks and 
whites. He demanded an explana- 
tion but received none、 
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NIxon On 
Peking trip 


The Chinese Six Co. and the 
Overseas Chinese Anti-Communist 
League have voiced their opPosi 
tion to President Richard Nixon s 
intended trip to Peking, urging him 
toTreconsider his decision- 

In a telegram to President NIXon 
July 18，the Orverseas Chinese 
Anti-Communist League conVeyed 
the regret felt by the OVerSeaS 
Chinese throughout the United 
States over the U.S. Chief Execu- 
tive's recent announcement of ac- 
cepting Chou En-lai's invitation to 
visit Peking. 

The telegram urged the American 
president to 及 ve serious Tecon- 
sideration on this matter as his visit 
to Red China would encourage the 
aggressiveness of the Chinese Com- 
munists and at the sarme time- 
deepen the suffering of millions of 
the enslaved people on the main- 
land and thus deprive them of the 
hope to regain freedom. 

Meanwhile， Chinese Six Co. 
President Mo Hsiung-hsing issued a 
Press ， statement which termed 
President Nixon's announcermnent 
as a Severe blow to the free peoples 
of the world. In contrast to what 
has been professed to be a Peace 
journey，Mo said，President Nix- 
on?s proposed trip to Pekz 浅  wil 
only do damage to America'salljes， 
dampen the anti-Communist will 
of the Chinese people behind the 
Iron Curtain，aid the Communist 
tyrannical rule，encourage inter- 
national appeasement toward com- 
munism， and _ turn the United 
States itself into great confusion. 

The overseas Chinese throughout 
the United States, Mo declared, are 
all vehemently opposed to the 
Nixon move and eagerly hope that 
in the best interests of the free 
world, the American President will 
have the trip cancelled.

MANUFACTURERS ROLE 


The United States District Court jury"s decision to award 
$3310 to aChinatown seamtress for being underpaid effects 
tremendously the Chinatown garment industry. It heralds 
a new erTa. 

The plight of sewing ladies，as demonstrated in this case， 
has long existed in the local garment industry， There are 
about 150 sewing factories in Chinatown establisned Under 
Section 236 of the City Planning Code“The Garment 9hop 
Special Use District in Chinatown.” 区 

Some'are unionized, most are not. These Shops constitute 
one of the indispensable economic bases of the Chinese com- 
munity, especially among the low income families, since 
over 3,000 Chinese women, almost all of whom are with nei- 
ther marketable skills nor English language facility. Most of 
the ladies work in the sewing shops to Supplement the low 
income of thelir husbands. 

Unions (ILLGWU and Teamsters), government agencles 
and local newspapers have tried to upgrade the working 
conditions, but their efforts have been meager and their 
intentions often questioned. 

In 1969, for example, the ILGWU sought, through the 
S.F. Labor Council, to outlaw the industry from Chinatown. 
The legislative initiative failed because the union failed to 
offer any viable alternatives to the workers and the proposal 
was generally considered as“ill-conceived and IrrespomnSi- 
Ble>e 

The drive, nevertheless, did force the Chinatown Sewing 
factory operators and the downtown manufacturers to im- 
prove the working conditions and to provide health and 
life insurance coverage for almost all workers. It also_ pre- 
cipitated an agreement between the ILGWU and Teamasters 
to partition Chinatown labor force between the two inter- 
nationals. 

However, community efforts aimed at spotlighting the 
exploitation of downtown manufacturers were lgnored. To 
date, no formal study has been conducted to determine the 
role of these manufacturers in relation to the wages and 


working hours of the Chinese Seamtresses in Chinatown Shops., 


Wethink it is time that some action be taken to Probe 
the manufacturers role in the garment industry，

LOS _ ANGELES--“It is now 
more important than ever for 
Americans to study the Chinese 
language, culture and history,”said 
Dr. Theodore 了 HE. Chen，director 
of the East Asian Studies Center at 
the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

In a recent interview，Chen said 
Americans should not go to China 
unprepared。 He said it would be 


especially useful for China-bound 


Americans to have had experience 
with the Chinese before the Com- 
munist takeover,. In this way, Chen 
explained，Americans would be， 
more capable of understanding 
what changes had been made. 


“Tthink thebeginning of contact 


'wWith the Chinese mainland is some- 


thing we should all welcome，es- 
pecially since the visit of the ping 
pong team has opened the way for 
newsmen to go to China,” said 
Chen. 

“There is no doubt that the 
Chinese Communists are opening 
up partly because of their estrange- 
Iment with the USSR. 

“I feel America should not allow 
itself to be led into any position of 


entanglement in the Sino-Soviet 


dispute.” 

Chen further cautioned，“We 
must not expect anything spec- 
tacular to happen. Any develop- 
ment of a real relationship will have 
to come 外 adually.” 

He said China makes a distinction 
between people's relations and 
government:'s relations. He said the 
Chinese government's officiai pol- 
icy will only be changed gradually. 

Chen,， who was born in China, is a

:in 1938 and was instrumental in 
'the formation of the Asian Studies 
,Department there. He served as its 


chairman from 1940 until 1968. 
During 1946 and.1947, hereturned 
to China to serve as president of 
Fukin Christian University.

Anyone invited for dinner to the 
home of Dr.，、Henry Wong Him 
would be offered a small bottle 
containing an herb drink (bitters) 
to be taken before dinner, followed 
by three morebottles afterward.

Americans who have had a history 
of being stereotyped as “inscru-

Hoover statement, therefore, from 
the point of view of the Chinese 
community，is slanderous and re- 
Pressive. 


Unfortunately, few people in this 
country know the history of the 
mistreatment of the Chinese in the 
U.S$. Even fewer people realize that 
the welfare and fate of Chinese- 
Americans are dependent on U.S.- 
China relations. For example, dur- 
ing the Sino-American confronta- 
tion in the 必 orean War, a variety of 
brawjls, insults and acts of violence 
against Chinese-Americans took 
Place in the U.S. .In fact, the San 


Francisco Council for Civic Unity 


found it necessary to secure a 
pledge from its membership “to 


.attack the sources of fear and 


insecurity “ which now disturb 
Americans of Chinese ancestry.?” 
Also, throughout the war in Indo- 
china，China was singled out as 纺 e 
enemy of the U.S and the excuse 
for .American mijlitary involve- 
Iment. As a result, rumor persisted 
that detention camps had been 
Secretljy， set up to relocate all 
Chinese-Americans in case there 
was a war with China. The fear and 
indignation expressed by the 
CADC,， therefore，is by no means 
baseless. Statements comparable to 
Hoover's latest utterance Preceded 
the relocation of 110,000 Japa- 
nese-Americans during the World 
War II in spite of ljack of evidence， 
Moreover, for many years，efforts 


by national civil rights organiza- ， 


tions and the Japanese-American 
Citizens Aljliance to repeal Titie II 
of the McCarran Internal Security 
Act of 1950 have repeatedly failed 
in the Congress. The Act authorizes 
the executive branch of the govertn- 
Inent to do Precisely what , was 
done to the Japanese-Americans 
before. There is little doubt in the 
minds of many Chinese-Americans 
that Hoover is trying to isolate

armed forces，and civic organiza-

“Communist infiltrators.” These 
are_ but a few examples of the 
Subversive and repriessive _ effects 
the Hoover statement has on Amer- 
icans，be they Chinese or non- 
Chinese. 


One can only conclude that the 
language used by Hooever himself; 
against the Chinese-American can 
best be applied to bimself.. Hes 
indeed，is the personification of 
subversion and repression。 His 
imnmediate dismaissal from the FFBI， 
as Sought by the CADC，will best 
Serve the interests of the U.S. and 
safeguard the rights of every citizen 
regardjless of race，color，creed, sex

One teacher took his class to a Chinese grocery 
ip Chinatown and explained to them the maiiy different types of 
Chinese fruits and vegetables. During some of the Chinese holidays， 
the youngsters are treated to a tour of Chinatown allowing the 
students to get first hand information as to what is going on.

The students also got a lesson on how to order these pastries when 
they go to a restaurant. The teacher also demonstrated to the students

writing (20 times) two or three Chinese words. The teachers are 
pleased 计 the students can retain two new Words a week. 

I know that my old Chinese teacher would have been flabbergasted 
at Some of the above lessons. But I do have to admit to the prac- 
ticality of such classes in this area. The students can learn at a level 
Where they can Understand because there is no language bairier Since 
the teacher can speak both Chinese and English. 

It has been over eighteen years Since I last attended Chinese school 
but, whether in my generation or in the now generation, the feelings 
are still the Same. IThe youngsters do not want to go to Chinese 
School. They are forced or strongly urged to do so by their parents. Of 
coOuUIse, like everything else, there are exceptions to the case and some 
of the students do enjoy going to Chinese school. 

I asked a few of the parents as to why they were So set on their 
youngsters attending Chinese school since they themselves speak 


limited Chinese and do not live in the Chinatown area. The answers 
are the same ones that my parents gave me when I complained about 


going to Chinese school.“Because we'Te Chinese-Americans, and we 
Should be able to speak some Chinese and to understand and appreci- 
ate oOUI cultural background， We were in a sense forced to go to 
Chinese school by our parents a long time ago, but we know its value 
now.” It seems that all the parents of the students have one regret and 
that is they wish they had paid more attention in Chinese school. 

JI can understand the feelings of the students” parents well, for I have 
often felt the same way. Actually, I rather enjoyed my six years at St. 
Mary's, 计 not for an occasional wish to play hooky on a nice day at 
Chinese Playground. Since my parents spoke only Chinese, I was able 
to put my Chinese lessons into good use. Now it is with pride that 
can go into a Chinese store and converse with the salesmen in Chinese. 
(Believe me, you get better quality and service too). My in-laws are 
aimmazed that I can hold a Chinese conversation with them. (IT do wish I 
could read and write Chinese better). I guess it is self pride I have， 
knowing that as a Chinese American, I can understand and appreciate 
both culturesi for both cultures compose the real me. 

It didn't seem so long ago when I was having one of my batties with 
Imy mother on having to go to Chinese school. I remember telling 
them in my loudest ten-year-old voice that when I got married and 
had children, they wouldn't have to go to Chinese school. Well now 
Tm married and have Sami ... is she going to Chinese school?
